The   looting    of 
the  little  village  back  or  Santa  Cruz  on   the 
20lh  is  an  example  ol  what  may  be  expected 
from  such  men.     The    daily  conflicts   antl 
disorders  in    the  streets  of  this  city   show 
what  may  be  expected  from  them  on  garri- 
son duty.     In  our  opinion   llic   need' of  a 
change  tu  these  two  particulars   is    urgent 
and  cannot  safely  be  deferred. 


It  is  not,  perhaps,  altogether  astonishing 
that  the  speculators  in  Rio  should  prefer 
having  a  few  miserable  criminals  shot  than 
losing  all  hopes  of  improving  llieir  own 
material  position.  We  are  induced  to  be- 
lieve that  lhe  rumors— some  of  which  are  so 
palpably  ridiculous  that  it  seems  incredible 
sensible  business  men  could  repeat  them— 
as  to  disturbances  could  be  traced  to  dis- 
appointed speculators  in  securities  (f)  of 
the  Geral  railway  enterprise  and  in  shares 
of  the  Uanco  da  Republics.  Desperate 
men  will  use  extreme  measures  and  there 
are  certainly  many  such  in  Rio  ■  men  so 
desperate  that  rather  than  abandon  their 
carriages  and  high-stepping  horses,  their 
diamonds  and  dinners,  they  would  wel- 
come civil  war,  wilball  ils  attendant  horrors. 
These  wirepullers  have  apparently  over- 
looked the  [act  that  the  complaisance — or 
worse— of  the  finance  ministers  of  the  repub- 
lic have  brought  the  Uanco  da  Republic;! 
so  completely  under  llic  control  of  lhe 
Treasury,  Ihal  one  word  from  the  present 
minister  might  throw  this  institution  into 
bankruptcy.  On  December  31st,  accord- 
ig  to  the  balance-sheet  of  lhe  bank,  there 
was  owing,  directly  or  indirectly,  lo  the 
Treasury  lhe  enormous  sum  of  46,000:000$,

Now  it  only  requires  the  minister  to  demand 
a  modest  proportion  of  this  debt  to  bring 
the  bank— and  the  bank's  debtors^-before 
one  of  the  commercial  judges  here.  We 
do  not  suppose  such  action  will  be  taken 
by  the  Treasury,  nor  do  we  advocate  il  ■ 
but  it  is  quite  time  that  the  alarming 
rumors  which  disturb  business  in  all  its 
branches,  should  cease,  and  we  firmly  be- 
lieve that  a  hint  to  the  eftect  thai  they  must 
cease,  or  a  settlement  between  the  Treasury 
and  the  bank  would  be  demanded,  would 
protect  the  market  from  revolutionary  ru- 
mors for  some  time  to  come.  The  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Brazilian  nation  have  crea- 
ted a  legalized  dictatorship  by  their  action 
at  the  adjournment  of  Congress  ;  will  not 
Sir.  Rodrigues  Alves,  the  present  finance 
minister,  use  the  power  his  predecessors 
have  unwittingly  afforded  him  to  secure  the 
market  from  speculators'  lies  I  This  action 
in  the  matter,  we  feel  sure,  will  be  more 
efficacious,  than  that  of  the  police— or  mil- 
itary. 


The  epidemic  of  fever  in  Santos  has  at 
last   reached  so  acute  a  stage    that  several 
lines  ol   steamers   have   sloppetl    receiving 
cargo   for   lhat  port  and  some  of  the  most 
influential    foreign    houses  of  the  city     are 
closing  their  doors.     In  some  cases  there  is 
really    no  one  left  to  carry  on  business,  the 
well  being  obliged  to  devolc  llieir  attention 
to   Ihe   sick.     The  situation  is  desperate  to 
an  extreme,  and  the  only  recourse,  so  lar  as 
we   can  see,  is  to  be  found  in  the  complete 
closing  of  the  port  10  foreign  commerce.     It 
was   long  ago  almost  a  foregone  conclusion 
that  this  would  be  the  result,  and  now,  when 
its  realization   is  at  hand,  the  local  author- 
ities of  Santos  and    the  slate  authorities  of 
Silo    Paulo,    must    admit  lhe    conclusion 
that  they  have  only  themselves  to  blame  for 
the  disaster.    Months  ago  we  called  attention 
lo   the   situation   and  to  the  dangers  which 
were  threatening   them.      The    enormous 
accumulation    of  merchandise  in  lhat  port, 
the   blocking  of  the  streets  and  railway,  the 
lack  of  facilities  for  unloading  and  storing 
merchandise,   the  apathy   and    indifference 
ol  officials  and  everyone  else  connected  with 
the    service    or  discharging,    storing    and 
transporting    merchandise— all    this   could 
have     but    one    end.       An    extraordinary 
accumulation    of  vessels  followed,    and   in 
the  midst  ol  all  these  a  port  improvements 
contractor     went     on     dredging     up    the 
accumulated  filth   of  years   from   the   river 
bottom    to  deposit    it  along  the  banks.     In 
the  best  and  coolest  of  seasons  this  would 
have   resulted    in    sickness  in  the  shipping, 
but  when  we  add  to  this  the  intense  heat  ol 
a  summer  in  Santos   it    must  be  seen  that 
yellow   fever  was  inevitable.     And  still,  up 
to  this  moment,    we  have  yet  to  hear  of  a 
single  order,  cither  from  the  sanitary  author- 
ities,   or   from    those   of  the  city  or  stale 
against  this  terrible  blunder.  Twiili  a  fever 
epidemic    staling   Ihem   in    die    (ace,    the 
authorities    of    Santos     lacked    even     the 
common   sense    to  order   a  suspension  ol  a 
work    which    was   continually  bringing  up 
lhe   poisonous  deposits  of  lhe  river  bottom, 
from    which    fever    contagion    was    spread 
broadcast  among    the   shipjaugj  Such    a 
people,  to  say  the  least,  are  totally  unlit  for 
the   responsible   positions  which  they  hold. 
If  strict   justice   could  be  moled  out  in  this 
world  they  would  be  held  responsible  in  no 
small   measure   for  the  terrible  loss  of  life 
which    is  resulting  Irom  their  incompetence 
antl    negligence.      Tile   calamity,  however, 
has  arrived  and  it  only  remains  to  limit  the 
consequences  within  lhe  narrowest  bounds. 
To  that  end  all  foreign  steamship  companies 
should     immediately    suspcnil    calling    at 
Santos— for  the  impossibility  of  discharging 
cargoes   quickly    renders   such    calls    most 
dangerous— and  every  foreign  house  which 
can  do  so,  should  close  its  doors.     Let  the 
government  then  do  what  it  will  !    If  it  can 
not   bring  itself  to  the  point  ol  constructing 
temporary  piers,    enlarging  and  improving 
the   custom-house,    increasing  Eicililies   lor 
transporting  merchandise  to  the  inferior  and 
of   thoroughly  cleansing  and    draining  the 
city,    then    let     the    port    of   Santos     be 
abandoned.     There  is   no   use  in    wasting 
human    life   in    such  a  place.     The  port  of 
Santos,  or   some    other   port,  is  a  necessity 
for   the   state   ol  Sao  Paulo  ;  the  people  of 
that   state  must  therefore  see  to  it  that  it  is 
made  inhabitable.

brought  about  so  much  trouble  down  there, 
'I'hi1  port  and  custom -house  are  crowded, 
the  Central  railway  is  continually  blocked 
and  the  city  was  never  dirtier  since  the  days 
when  the  streets  were  made  the  common 
receptacle  lor  every  species  of  filth.  Add  to 
tliisa  much  diminished  supply  ol  water  — 
now  happily  augmented  by  welcome  rains 
-  and  we  have  a  situation  full  of  danger  to 
the  health  hi  the  city,  That  these  condi- 
tions have  been  producing  their  natural  res- 
ults duiing  the  recent  hot  weather  maybe 
seen  in  the  rapidly  increasing  death  rate  from 
yellow  fever.  We  have  now  reached  n  death 
rate  oi  over  30  a  day,  which  may  be  con- 
sidered an  epidemic  rate,  This  number,  it 
should  be  noted,  docs  not  include  the  cases 
Irom  the  shipping,  which  arc  sent  over  to 
Jurujuba  and  do  not  enter  into  the  mortality 
reports  of  the  city.  The  shipping  is  begin- 
ning in  suffer  severely  and  unless  something 
is  clone  at  once.  Rio  may  soon  find  herself 
in  a  position  little  better  than  that  of  Santos. 
There  is  now  no  lime  for  idle  talk,  nm  for 
the  execution  of  pretentious  schemes,  Prov- 
idence has  once  more  erne  to  the  relief  of 
incapacity  by  sending  a  heavy  rain  to  wash 
out  Rio's  filthy  streets  and  rain-water  sewers, 
but  it  will  be  very  unwise  to  depend  on  a 
repetition  of  the  favor.  Provisions  should 
be  taken  at  once  to  keep  the  streets  clean, 
to  provide  lor  a  better  distribution  of  water, 
and  then,  what  is  equally  impoitant,  to 
provide  against  the  sale  of  unwholesome 
food  and  drink.  Food  is  dear  and  often 
bad.  and  this  in  itself  is  a  source  of  illness 
during  the  hot  season.  Then,  too,  the  city 
if  not  the  whole  country,  is  actually  Hooded 
with  poisonous  artificial  drinks.  Tli 
hardly  a  popular  think  in  the  market,  whe- 
ther spirits,  wine  or  mineral  water,  thai  is 
not  counterfeited,  and  there  is  hardly  a 
hotel  or  restaurant  that  is  not  knowingly 
selling  them.  When  the  best  known  rest- 
aurants of  the  city  have  the  effrontery  to 
admit  keeping  these  artificial  drinks,  then 
it  is  quite  Lime  for  the  authorities  to  stop  th 
shameful  business  in  the  interests  of  public 
health.  There  are  but  few  places  where 
the  manufacture  of  falsified  drinks  is  so 
openly  carried  on,  and  lor  the  credit  of  the 
country  it  is  full  time  that  something  were 
done  to  check  it.  Good  and  wholesome 
food  and  drink  are  fust  as  essential  for  pub- 
lic health  as  pure  air.  Epidemics  gener- 
ally originate  in  lilth  anil  bad  food  —  in 
unsanitary  conditions  and  living  ;  and  11  is 
essential  therefore  that  they  should  be  oppos- 
ed by  improving  the  conditions  from  which 
they  have  their  origin. 


Legislative  Notes 


January  16. — Senate, —  The  committee  cm 
finance  reported  in  favor  of  the  hill  of  the  Chainbe 
of  Deputies  authorizing  the  I 'resident  to  make  dc 
ficiency  appropriations.

Deputy  Lnmnunier  Godofredo  made  a  speech  in 
opposition  to  the  bill  for  lire  reorganization  of  t 
states.  In  the  midst  of  violent  protests  lie  alluded 
to  the  conduct  of  the  military  oflieers  in  the  Cham- 
ber, who  .a)  the  day  after  the  roup  ,t'e(at,  hastened 
to  report  at  the  headquarters  of  the  army.  I  le  has 
no  desire,  lie  said,  to  defend  governors  thai  em- 
braced the  cause  of  the  dictator;  I  ml,  iflhe  crime 
or  complicity  in  the  roup  d'etat  is  to  be  punished, 
llicn  let  impartial  justice  be  meted  oul  to  all  the 
guilty.  Deputy  Costa  Machado  also  opposed  the 
bill,  offering  a  substitute  therefor. 

January     tS.  -Senaie.— The    bill   authorizing 
the    1'residenl    to    make    deficiency   appropriations 
'    in    2nd    discussion.      Senators    Kiyscu 
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f  kin  de  [aneiro,  Valine,  that  Admiral  Mar- 
ques Guimaraes  had  endeavored  10  cause  hhnsell 
to  he  proclaimed  governor  of  [he  stale.  Tin-, 
however,  he  said,  was  nut  in  accord  with  the  plans 
of  Admiral  WandenUlk,  uho  wishes  to  be  elected 
President  and  at  whose  instance  il,e  governorship 
was  bestowed  on  Admiral  Carlo-  iialtha/.ar.  The 
hill  for  removing  liarao  de  iaicc.ia  and  Councillor 
Araripe  from  the  supreme  bench  was  rejected  by  a 
vote  of  53  to  50. 

January  19. —  Semite.—  Senator  lira/  Carneiro 
moved  that  in  putting  to  the  vole  the  bill  on  banks 
of  issue  preference  should  be  givi/n  to  the  substi- 
tute bill  introduced  by  Senator  Amaro  Cavalcanti. 
Senator  Campus  Salles  moved  that  preference 
should  be  given  to  the  amendments  offered  by 
Senator  Wandenkolk  and  others,  Both  of  these 
motions  were  rejected  by  a  vote  of  22  t  1  2->.  I  he 
.Senate  tlu-n  proceeded  to  vote  on  a  motion  of  Sena- 
tor Finheiro  Gucdes  for  preference  for  a  substitute 
bill  offered  by  him  ;  but  it  was  discovered  that  16 
senators  had  withdrawn  and  that  consequently  the 
vote  could  not  be  taken  for  warn  of  a'  quorum. 
Chamber  of  Deputies.—  Deputy  Moniz  irrcire 
defended  the  bill  on  the  reorganization  of  the  states. 
Deputy  Uellarmino  dc  Mcmlonca  said  that  in  some 
slates  the  governors  had  been  deposed  by  the 
people,  while  in  others,  thai  of  Parana  for  instance, 
deposition  was  purely  the  work  of  the  military. 


I  \\11.\nv  20.  —  For  want  of  a  quorum  no  qusi- 
ness  could  he  transacted  in  either  house.  In  the 
Senate,  however,  there  was  something  said  about 
the  withdrawal  of  16  senators  on  die  previous  day 
to  prevent  a  vote  on  the  bill  on  hanks  of  issue. 
Senator  Kstcves  complained  that  the  president  hod 
censured  the  conduct  of  those  senators  and  that 
another  senator  had  called  them  wretches  {miter- 
aveis).  The  president  asserted  that  the  senator 
had  been  misinformed  on  both  points  He  had 
not  censured  the  conduct  of  those  senators,  hltt  had 
merely,  in  conformity  with  the  rules,  ordered  their 
names  mbe  published,  lie  was  certain,  he  said, 
that  no  senator  had  made  use  of  the  expression  of 
which  complaint  was  made.  Senator  Rnmiro  llar- 
cellos,  in  offering  a  motion  of  inquiry  in  regard  to 
loan-  made  by  the  treasury  to  banks,  said  lhat.tlie 
whole  country  condemned  the  behavior  of  senators 
who  resorted  in  such  means  to  prevent  the  enact- 
ment ol  die  necessary  legislation  for  improving  the 
national  currency.

himselfand  22  others  :—'■  Whereas  it  is  an  im- 
perious and  inevasihle  duty  to  secure  for  the  con- 
servative clashes  of  society  confidence  and  respect 
for  law  ;  whereas  the  budget  under  which  the 
nation  is  to  be  governed  during  the  present  year, 
and  the  impeach  in  en  t  and  electoral  laws  have  been 
vole  I  and  signed,  and  thus  accomplished  the  prin- 
cipal object  for  which  the  present  cxtroardinary 
session  was  convoked,  and  whereas  the  govern- 
ment in  the  period  through  which  we  are  passing 
should  be  prompt  ami  vigorous  in  avoiding  distur- 
bances, in  preventing  anarchy  and  in  cheeking  the 
restless  ambition  of  professional  instigators  of 
disorder;  therefore  the  Senate  resolves  to  ter- 
minate it.  labors  for  the  present  extraordinary 
session,  trusting  that  the  government  in  which  it 
fully  confides  and  which  is  strengthened  by  the  sup- 
port of  tlm  whole  nation,  will  make  use  of  every 
means,  even  the  most  vigorous,  that  circumstances 
may  require,  for  maintaining  order,  for  severely 
punishing  those  who  may  now  or  hereafter 
attempt  to  disturb  public  peace  and  tranquillity, 
for  re  establishing  the  real  federative  system, 
adulterated  by  the  act  of  Nov.  3rd,  and  for  consoli- 
dating the  republic."  This  motion  was  carried  by 
the  votes  of  all  the  senators  present  except  Sena- 
tors I'inheiro  Gnedes  and  Joaquim  Catunda. 
Senator  Ran  gel  Peslana  tendered  his  resignation. 
Ckamkr  of  Deputies. -r\K  Chamber  voted  by  81 
votes  to  37  a  motion  couched  in  the  same  terms  as 
those  of  the  motion  voted  by  the  Senate.  The 
discussi"U  of  the  motion  was  very  stormy  and  at 
times  some  of  the  deputies  seemed  almost  on  the 
point  of  coming  to  blows. 

January  22.— The  closing  address  was  de- 
livered by  Dr.  Bernardino  de  Campos,  president  of 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  in  the  absence  of  Dr 
Prudentcde  Moracs,  president  of  the  Senate.  This 
address  after  reviewing  the  work  or  Congress  dur- 
ing the  ordinary  and  the  extraordinary  session 
terminates  as  follows:  "Gentlemen,  on  closing 
the  labors  of  Congress,  we  leave  our  country  en- 
trnsled  to  the  enlightened  vigilance,  integiity, 
competence  and  patriotism  of  a  government  tha' 
possesses  and  deserves  the  confidence  of  the  nation, 
il  will  do  its  duty,  relieving  us  of  the  task  of 
carrying  to  mir  slates  words  of  peace,  justice 
truth,  so  that  wc  mav  definitely  organize,  ex. 
ling  the  constitution  that  has  uisel'y  decreed 
federative  republican  system."

—  Phe  new  Argentina  railway  taw  allows  every 
passenger  free  transportation  for  50  kilogrammes  of 
luggage.  It  also  allows  him  a  return  of  half  of  his 
fare  if  the  railway  company  lads  to  provide  him 
wilh  a  seal.  [11  ease  a  first-class  passenger  is 
compelled  to  go  iulo  a  second-class  ear,  he  is  en- 
titled to  Ihe  return  of  all  the  fare. 

—On  January  13th  the  superintendent  of  the  S. 
Paulo  line  advised  consignees  in  Santos  that  240 
waggons  and  his  storehouses  at  Santos  were  full  of 
coffee  and  that  llie  lime  for  removal  would  thence- 
forward be  tweniy-four  hours.  The  consignees 
protested  and  induced  the  commercial  association 
to  protest  also,  and  the  order  was  withdrawn. 
The  block  must  therefore  continue. 

—There  is  a  proverb  in  Spanish  which  the  min- 
ister of  the  interior  might  well  have  called  to  mind 
before  inviting  to  his  office  a  meeting  of  railway 
managers,  to  discuss  the  question  of  a  new  central 
railway  terminus  for  Buenos  Aires.  Said  proverb 
runs  dins  ;  "  El  galo  t-scaldado  hasla  del  ae.ua  fria 
hiiye"  (ihe  scalded  cal  flees  even  from  cold  water)  ; 
and  Ihe  minister  might  surely  have  known  that, 
after  ihe  appearance  in  official  documents  of  the 
grossest  accusations  of  fraud  against  certain  rail- 
ways ;  after  the  passing  of  a  railway  law  against 
which  all  the  English  companies  bad  protested  as 
impracticable  and  unjust  ;  and  after  paying  rail- 
way guarantees  in  moratorium  bonds,  worth  less 
than  ball  their  face  value  ;  it  was  worse  than  useless 
lo  ask  railway  managers  to  submit  lo  their  com- 
panies any  project  which  would  involve  the  invest- 
ment of  a  single  cent  more  in  Argentine  railways, 
as  long  as  ihe  bullying  attitude  of  the  government 
towards  English  railways  is  maintained,  and  a  so- 
called  national  railway  board  —  whose  members 
may  he  eminently  competent  in  everything  save 
ami  except  practical  railway  working-— is  permitted 
to  harass  and  annoy  the  local  English  administra- 
tions by  absurd  complaints  and  reports  which  in- 
dicate noihing  more  than  the  niter  incompetency 
of  their  writers.

TUP.  SANTA  CRUZ  MUTINY. 

The  revolt  of  prisoners  in  the  fortress  of  Santa 
Critt,  which  was  briefly  noted  in  our  issue  of  the 
19II1,  was  happily  suppressed  on  ihe  20th.  The 
mutineers  were  particularly  active  on  the  evening 
of  the  191I1  and  morning  nf  the  20th  in  firing  upon 
the  terry  boats  and  steam  launches  plying  about 
ihe  harbor,  hut  discreetly  avoided  firing  upon  the 
naval  vessels  anchored  within  range.  A  constant 
desultory  fire  was  also  kept  up  during  the  night 
Irom  the  Pico  fort,  on  llie  Jurujuba  side,  lo  keep 
ihe  troops  from  assaulting  the  place,  Tl  was 
clearly  evident,  however,  thai  Ihe  mutineers  were 
far  10.1  few  hi  numbers  10  guard  so  extensive  a  for- 
tifittilion  as  lhal  of  Sanla  Crux  and  ils  Pico  depen- 
dency. On  the  morning  of  llie  201I1  llm  two  bat- 
talions stationed  in  Jurujuba  ascended  through  ihe 
woods    to  attack  the    Pico,      A    detachment    of    a

clnsure  and  the  lall  of  iheplace,  nt  about  9,30  a,  in,, 
iminealslely  followed.  At  about  10.30  the  iron, 
clflda  Aqttlddkn  ami  Riachwlo,  ilia  monitor 
SoiimSii  and  the  corvette  Sahia,  which  had  moved 
down  to  the  near  vicinity  0[  Santa  Cruz,  opened 
tire,  inking  care,  apparently,  not  u,  hit  (myihlng, 
I  lie  roar  of  the  Wg  guns  had  u  magical  effect.  The 
mutineers  all  left  the  ramparts  ami  in  a  few 
moments  two  white  Hans  were  tip  ami  while 
signals  were  waved  from  ilie  casemates.  The  for- 
tress was  at  once  handed  over  to  naval  officers,  the 
troops  marched  down  from  the  Pico,  ami  Hie 
mutiny  was  at  an  cud.  The  leader  of  the  mutiny, 
Sergeant  Silvino,  was  found  desperately  wmmdod 
hy  the  hunting  of  a  grenade,  hut  is  still  alive.  It 
was  reported  on  the  3oth  that  he  had  committed 
suicide.  Various  so-called  disclosures  have  heen 
made  hy  the  prisoners,  implicating  personages 
outside,  lnil  how  much  of  this  true  is  very  uncer- 
tain. The  prisoners  will  evidently  seek  to  shield 
themselves  by  trying  to  fix  the  blame  on  others. 
Up  lo  the  present  moment  no  report  of  ilie  casual- 
ties  has  lieen  published-. 


Local  Notes

Maciel  should  be  locked  up  ? 

—It  is  staled  that  Sergeant  Silvino  de  Macedo, 
leader  of  the  mutineers  at  ihe  fortress  of  Santa 
Crui,  was  Ihe  instigator  of  the  disturbances  com. 
milted  at  Pau  Grande  on  Dec.  14II1,  1890,  by  a 
party  of  soldiers  belonging  to  ihe  detachment 
stalioned  at  the  Estrelln  powder  factory.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  on  thai  occasiim  the  soldiers 
acted  in  a  most  lawless  and  hrnlal  manner,  wotiud- 

ntlacking  women,  who  fled  from  their  homes  in 
terror,  pursued  by  their  assailants.
